MacAmlaigh collection would mean a reduced Irish 
offering, you needn't have worried. This auction 
contains several of the rarest and most exciting 
lrish notes we have had for many years, which is 
truly saying something. Some of them are new 
discoveries, and are entirely unique, and there are 
even a few plate notes from the recently published 
second edition of Paper Money of Ireland amongst 
them. Additionally, there is a selection of Ploughman 
notes of absolutely wonderful quality, with some 
real rarities among them. 


Jonathan Callaway is best known for his authorship 
of several exceptional reference works (namely 
Scotland and Ireland), and his regular articles and 
lectures on a huge variety of subjects. This auction 
contains his wonderful Isle of Man collection, with 
many very rare notes and a wide array of very low 
numbers from the Government issues. The English 
section too, includes some low serial numbers. The 
finest of these are two consecutively numbered 
parchment pairs, both of which are entirely new 

to the market. Never before have two consecutive 
numbers been auctioned together in this way. 
Additionally, there is a Page £10 with, appropriately, 
serial number 10, complete with beautiful red 
leather wallet. 


The world Banknotes section begins with part two 
of the Laurence Pope Collection of Portuguese 
Colonial Banknotes. As before, there are many 
beautiful proofs, specimens, and colour trials, the 
most striking of which includes the Elephant that 
graces the cover of this catalogue. The Red Ox too, 
has returned, and is joining the long list of Papal 
Bulls with this second part of his Italian collection. 
Elsewhere, there are sections of truly wonderful 
Egyptian, East African and Portuguese Colonial 
notes, along with spectacular individual pieces from 
Malaya, Straits Settlements, South Africa, Lithuania, 
Lebanon and Syria. Take a look at the beautiful 
South African £100 of 1933 and the incredible 
hand painted Lebanese essay for a note that 

never existed. 


Next year is shaping up to be a truly spectacular 
one at Noonans. We will be kicking off with the 
Bruce Smart Collection of India in February, which 
we know is long awaited by many. The most exciting 
event of the global banknote collecting calendar 

in 2023 though, is of course the Frank Goon 
Collection. Noonans will be selling the first part 
early in the year, live in Singapore and we cannot 
wait to share the wonders of the collection with 
you all.

The Falcon Cliff public lottery was set up in 1838 to sell off part of the Castle Mona estate, located just north of Douglas. This belonged 
to the Duke of Atholl, the Lord of Man, and was broken up after his death in 1830. The major prize winner in the lottery was “local bank 
manager” John Stanway Jackson (1797-1881) who was manager first of the Isle of Mann Commercial Bank and then, after that bank’s 
failure in 1848, the Bank of Mona. Indeed his signature appears on the notes of both banks. He is said to have bought lottery ticket no. 1. 
Jackson used some of the prize money to build the fine castellated mansion that carries the name Falcon Cliff and still 
stands today. He commissioned John Robinson, a local architect to design it but moved out in 1855 when the Bank of Mona’s 
building on Prospect Hill was completed. It later became a hotel but closed in 2012 and has since been converted to offices 
In 1887 a cliff railway was installed to give the hotel easier access to the sea front. This was dismantled in 1896 and a second one was 
installed in 1927. This operated until the hotel closed. 


Jackson, it is said, was far luckier in lotteries than he was in banking. He did, it seems, combine his roles as a bank manager in the 
Isle of Man with a similar role first at the Stockport Banking Company from 1834 and then at the Manchester and Liverpool District 
Banking Company. He left the latter after a scandal in 1839 when the bank suffered heavy losses. In 1844 he gave evidence at a trial 
of a businessman who had successfully defrauded the Stockport bank of £5,000 when Jackson was the manager. More “misfortune”! 
Jackson’s family came from Middlewich, Cheshire and moved to Heaton Mersey near Manchester in the 1820s. In the 
1841 census he was still recorded as living there but put his Manchester home up for sale or rent in 1842. He then 
moved permanently to the Isle of Man and retired there in 1871. His affairs were complex even in death. It was not 
until 1895 that parts of his estate were sold and there were claims in court up to 1899 to settle debts owed on legacies. 
In a final act of misfortune, his son Stewart Levett Jackson became a manager at the Bank of Mona like his father and was caught up 
in its collapse in 1878.

Part Two of my collection, once again, includes a selection of notes, proofs and archival photographs from all five of the 
Portuguese African colonies included in the recently published BNU Catalogue. In addition there are Portuguese Asian colonial 
notes from Goa and Timor. Highlights from Portuguese India include a very rare 10 Rupia archival specimen from the 1906 
series, a unique trio of pieces used in the preparation of the unissued 100 Rupia elephant note of 1938 (TBB B323), one of only 
four known archival specimens of the 1 Rupia of 1917, unique archival photographs of the 100 Rupia note of 1945 and several 
rare printer’s archival specimens from the same series. 


Also featured are unique photos of alternative designs for the Angola 500 escudo note of 1956 and very rare, underrated die 
proofs for Cape Verde and Mozambique. The Mozambique section includes one of only six known archival specimens of the 10 
Libras Esterlinas of 1909, a note which is unobtainable in issued form, and examples of the small and large signatures used on 
the 5 Mil Reis Vasco da Gama notes of 1909, both of which are the plate notes illustrated on page 216 of the BNU Catalogue.
